dure, so long may silver production be 
expected to be a leading industry of the 
Pacific slope. The National Govern- 
ment should not discriminate against so 
leading an industry as that of silver- 
mining is on this side of the Rocky 
Mountains. Those who have not reflect- 
ed upon this subject may not see where 
the discrimination comes in, but it exists 
for all that. Everything that tends to 
make the demand for silver artificially 
less than it would naturally be, is a 
discrimination against its use, and is 
calculated to depreciate its value in the 
markets of the world. Of late years 
the product of silver has increased, 
whilst that of gold has rather fallen off. 
The tendency, therefore, is to widen 
the difference between the two metals. 
It may not be possible to completely 
check this tendency, although not a 


little can be done in that direction. The 


increasing demands of commerce for 
small currency, if P 0 cared for, 
would cause the circulation of some 
millions of small change that is now 
entirely represented by notes of a small 
denomination. There is, at this mo- 
ment, some $45,000,000 worth of 


CURRENCY NOTES 


Of the National Government in circula- 
tion that are below the face value of 
two dollars each. No such state of 
affairs exists in any other country in the 
world. In England all payments below 
five dollars are made in silver. If that 
ractice were to prevail inthe United 
tates, it follows that some $45,000,000 
warth of silver, for which there is now 
no demand, would be in active circula- 
tion, and to that extent a market would 
be made for a leading product of the 
Pacific coast. When the Government 
interferes with the natural demand for 
silver by issuing fractional currency and 
notes of small denomination, it to that 
extent destroys the legitimate demand 
for one of the Important products of 
the country, and to a like degree it dis- 
criminates against a home industry, 
which, to say the least, is a very incon- 
sistent position in a country chat has 
long made many sacrifices in order to 
build up an American system of busi- 
ness and enterprise. The silver pro- 
ducers of the Pacific coast have a right 
to say that if the Government cannot 
directly protect their interests by means 
of a tariff, as it protects the iron men 
of Pennsylvania, it ought, at any rate, 


to stand out of the way of the natural M 


demand for silver, which would exist if 
the .Government did not interfere in 
monetary affairs. If the national 
authorities did not put the stamp of 
nage authority on fractional currency, 
E r on which they are printed 
wo worthless, and would not pass 
current with anybody, and silver alone 
would be accepted for small amounts.

THAT IS DETRIMENTAL 


To the best interests of an industry that 


already occupies a leading position, and 
that is destined to increase as the years 
roll round. 

The manifest duty of this Govern- 
ment, havin gegard to the products of 
our ines M to cause as e a de- 
mand for silver as possible. It should 
withdraw the smaller currency, and let 
the white metal assume its proper func- 
tions. Its duty to help silver to that 
extent is so clear as to be beyond the 

region of argument. There are direc- 
tions in which it could go a good deal 
further, but for the purposes of this 
article we refrain from pursuing the 
question in all its ramifications. We 
content ourselves for the present by 
establishing the point that the Govern- 
ment should not drive some $45,000,000 
of silver out of circulation by issuing 
mere paper promises in its place. The 
tendency of legislation should be in 
favor of increasing the demand for sil- 
ver, and not in the direction of artific- 
ially reducing it. If that position is

‘THE LEAGUE OF FREEDOM. 


The great war upon the Sabbath break- 
ers, waged under the provisions of the 
old act commonly known as the Sunday 
law, has developed a very peculiar or- 
ganization in this State, called the 
‘League of Freedom.

He rememberd 
a lesson he learned in chemistry and went 
to work. A large iron pot was procured 
and placed at the bottom of the half- 
finished shaft.
